Across the cou ntry jwliticians 
reacted with dismay, delight, or 
were ju st plain stu nned. 
Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on, who now appears to have the 
field wide open tor next year’s 
Repu blican nomination, played it 
cagily. The vice president i.ssu ed 
this brief statement throu gh his 
office: 
“Gov. Rockefeller has made an 
excellent impression in the states 
he has visited in the past few 
months. 
“ People throu ghou t the nation 
have recognized him as a leader 
of national and international sta­ 
tu re. 
“Regardless of the decision he 
has annou nced today, he is a man 
destined for continu ing leadership 
in the Repu blican party and the 
nation in the years ahead." 
This was a statement obviou sly 
calcu lated to soothe the feelings 
of ru ffled Rockefeller fans and to 
win over their su pport as far as 
possible in the months between 
now and the .Ju ly 25 nominating 
convention in Chicago. 
It aho cou ld he constru ed as 
an implied invitation to Rockefel­ 
ler to reconsider his .stand against 
accepting a possible offer of sec­ 
ond place on the ticket. 
A nu mber of Repu blican leaders 
expressed hope that Rockefeller 
wou ld do ju st that. 
President Eisenhower, who is 
barred by law from seeking a 
third term, kept his own cou nsel. 
The President was informed of 
Rockefeller’s annou ncement 
im­ 
mediately on his retu rn from a 
brief motor trip to visit his fou r 
grandchildren in Gettysbu rg, Pa.

WTiite Hou se press secretary, told 
newsmen Ei.senhower had no com­ 
ment. 
Nixon himself was not directly 
availabl« . 
His press 
secretary, 
Herb Klein, told reporters that at 
the time the Rockefeller annou n­ 
cement was released, Nixon him­ 
self was ou t sightseeing with his 
two dau ghters and a nephew from 
California who has been visiting 
here over Christmas. Later, how­ 
ever, another Nixon aide, Don 
Hu ghes, told newsmen waiting at 
the vice president's home that 
Nixon had been home all after­ 
noon and did not plan to go ou t 
before Su nday. 
Democrats set ou t to make as 
mu ch political capital as possible 
ou t of the development. 
Gov. Edmu nd G Brown of Cali­ 
fornia, one of the possible con­ 
tenders for the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, said the Re­ 
pu blican party has “tu rned deaf 
ears to a newer and more liberal 
voice than that of Vice President 
Nixon, 
“The conservatives are in com­ 
plete charge. I have a feeling Gov. 
Rockefeller’s fate was all settled 
when Mr. Dewey got throu gh talk­ 
ing to Mr. Nixon in Washington 
last weekend," Brown said. 
A lot of other politicians re­ 
called last week’s u nannou nced 
visit to Washington of New- York’s 
former Gov. 'Thomas H Dewey. 
Dewey, who played a major role 
in getting Eisenhower into the 
1952 nomination race against the 
late Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
dined with Nixon and .some other 
leadtr.s. The natu re of their con­ 
versation was not disclosed.

Charles J. Epstein of Sedalia 
was cleared Satu rday of any con­ 
nection with the fatal shooting of 
Charles E. Bu rkholder in a Kansas 
City tavern Friday night. 
Bu rkholder, 38 , a former em ­ 
ployee of a dnig store chain and 
an u ncle of Charles Marlow, who 
is ou t on bond u nder a charge of 
feloniou s 
as.sau lt 
in 
connection 
with the attempted holdu p at 'Twin 
Acres last May, was shot and 
fatally wou nded as he sat in the 
tavern qu ietly drinking beer. 
Ru rkhohlder was shot Friday 
night in the stomach with a .45 
caliber pistol. He died early Sat­ 
u rday morning withou t being able 
to tell his story to the police. 
His assailant was one of two 
men who sat near Bu rkholder at 
the bar o f the tavern. Witnes.ses 
said the two men drew pistols and 
ordered the cu .stomers to get dowTi 
on the floor. One shoved the pistol 
into Bu rkholder’» stomach and told 
him to “ start begging," witnesses 
told the pollc« . 
The gu nmen fled from th« soene 
in an old model car. 
Epstein came u nder su spicion 
of the homicide bu reau oif the 
Kansas City Police Department af­ 
ter the department learned of his 
connection with Marlow. Marlow 
is the man who told Sedalia offi­ 
cials that Epstein was the man 
w’ho shot Verrel Martin, Twin 
Acres owner, du ring the holdu p 
attempt. Epstein was tried and 
fou nd innocent early this month. 
At the time of Epstein’s prelim­ 
inary 
hearing 
on 
the 
assau lt 
charge, Marlow asked for protec­ 
tion, stating that Epstein and oth­ 
ers had threatened him if he 
identified Epstein as the man who 
did the Twin Acres shooting. This 
led the Kan.sas City police depart­ 
ment to su .spect Epstein in the 
Friday shooting. 
Epstein came to the Sedalia po­ 
lice station early Satu rday morn­ 
ing, after learning that he might 
be su spected of the killing, and 
offered his services and coopera­ 
tion to the local police. 
Witnesses to the shooting, who 
say they can positively identify 
the killer, were brou ght from Kan­ 
sas City Satu rday afternoon, 
Epstein volu ntarily appeared be­ 
fore the.se witnesses, and they all 
agreed that he is po.sitively not 
one '-f the men who did the shoot­ 
ing.

men by a Rockefeller aide 
at the state capital. 
The Repu blican governor had 
made wide-ranging tou rs of the 
cou ntry in what was regarded as 
a sou nding ou t of his chances for 
completing with Vice 
President 
Richard M, Nixon for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 
These trips, Rockefeller said, 
had made it clear to him that the 
majority of the potential delegates 
to the 1960 GOP convention are 
opposed to any contest for the 
nomination. 


“Therefore," the governor said, 
“any qu est of the nomination on 
my piart wou ld entail a massive 
stru ggle — in prim ary elections
